Homophobia in the Ranks

"Don't Ask, Don't 
Tell"- Congress' answer to 
homosexuals in the military. 
What does it mean ? Basically, 
it means, "we don't like your 
kind, but we don't want to 
look bad, so we'll let you in. 
Just be thankful and sink into 
the background like good 
boys and girls." 

Amendment 14, Section 
1, of the Bill of Rights states, 
"no state shall. ..deprive any 
person of life, liberty, or prop- 
erty, without due process of 
law; nor deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the law." 
The act of banning pro- 
claimed homosexuals from 
the military is, in effect, de- 
nying them "equal protection 
of the law." 

Not only is it unconsti- 
tutional, but it is discrimina- 
tory as well. Homosexuality 
is not some sort of disease 
that people decide they want 
to have. Why would a person 
want to put themselves 
through the public humilia- 
tion homosexuals and bisexu- 
als go through every day? 
Homosexuality has practi- 
cally been proven to be a bio- 
logical state, which therefore 
makes it involuntary and open 
for discussion on a discrimi- 
natory level. 

Even if you cannot ac- 
cept homosexuals as a legiti- 
mate group, you have to ask 
yourself, why are we target- 
ing one group? Looking at 
other countries around the 
world, it becomes difficult to 
answer this question. 

Most homophobics are 
afraid of homosexuals "caus- 
ing problems." But most of 
the world seems to have con- 
quered this homophobia long 
ago. Holland's government 
held homosexuality as 
grounds for dismissal from 
the military until 1974. Their 
seminars on sensitivity to- 
wards minorities, women, 
and homosexuals has been 
proven to work. 

Now you're probably 
asking yourself, how much is 
this going to cost me, the tax- 
payer? Well, itcan't cost any- 
more than the 27 million it 
costs the US to train new ca- 



dets who replace those ho- 
mosexuals who are dis- 
missed. 

Discrimination and ha- 
rassment have been outlawed 
in the Danish army since 1 98 1 
and are grounds for expul- 
sion. Only five out of sixteen 
NATO countries still ban ho- 
mosexuals from the military 
and of those five, two {Canada 
and Australia) are expected 
to lift those bans in the near 
future. 

Critics will say that these 
are not examples of legiti- 
mate working armies. How 
about Israel? Here is oneof 
the most battle-tested, suc- 
cessful armies in the world, 
and homosexuality isn'teven 
an issue. An Americanized 
Israeli soldier was quoted last 
year as saying, "I had thought 
Israel was less tolerant than 
the US, but when I enlisted, I 
never witnessed any morale 
problems caused by homo- 
sexuals and didn't really hear 
any homophobic talk-noth- 
ing along the lines of 'He 
shouldn't be serving.' There 
were openly gay soldiers I 
encountered, but no one 
seemed to resent it. It's not 
even an issue. I don't know 
why it is in America." 

Many people doubt the 
success of ridding the mili- 
tary of homophobia, but it 
has been done in the case of 
bigotry. Conservatives will 
say that is not the point. Ho- 
mosexuals will create an en- 
vironment of hostility and 
disunity. Well, I would like 
to know how having homo- 
sexuals keep their sexual pref- 
erence a secret is going to 
help. I would think that if I 
were homophobic and serv- 
ing the military, I would want 
to know who around me was 
homosexual. Otherwise, I 
would be suspecting every 
person who was nice to me 
which would be distracting. 

When dealing with this 
issue, we also have to look at 
the next generation. Those 
cadets who are now in the 
ROTC programs in college 
also have to deal with these 
issues. But what happens to 
the 3rd year cadet who sud- 
denly discovers that his/her 



sexual preference has 
changed. Many people dis- 
cover they are homosexuals 
later in life. Their whole fu- 
ture, not to mention money 
which is not refundable, is 
shattered. 

Perhaps it is time for us 
as a nation to stand back and 
actually look at what we are 
doing. We are discriminating 
against a certain group for no 
particular reason. Homosexu- 
als, as a group, have not 
harmed anyone in the mili- 
tary. If we are going to take 
that standpoint, then all het- 
erosexual men should be 
banned because of the 
Tailhook scandal. Today, we 
look back and think to our- 
selves, "How could our an- 
cestors have been so cruel to 
the American Indians and 
African Americans?" Let us 
hope that in 20 years our chil- 
dren are not saying the same 
about us and our treatment of 
homosexuals. 
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The Right Point of View 



I am averse to overt ho- 
mosexuals being in the mili- 
tary. In order for the rest of 
this article to be understood, 
I would like to make it clear 
that I don't oppose gays be- 
ing in the military as long as 
they are not overt about their 
sexuality. I adamantly sup- 
port the present " don't ask 
don't tell" policy. 

I do not think that gays 
should be allowed to an- 
nounce their sexuality for 
these reasons: it will cause 
disruption in the military, pro- 
mote or result in actions 
against the rules of the mili- 
tary, and it simply isn't nec- 
essary. 

We don't live in a per- 
fect world. Let's be honest, 
societal attitudes would make 
many soldiers uncomfortable 
to live with gays. The prob- 
lem is that the results of overt 
gays in the military wouldn't 
stop at just uncomfortability. 
Common sense says that dis- 
putes, quarrels, fights, and 
other behavioral problems 
and conflicts would result 
from a guy telling his fellow 
soldiers that he's gay. It 
doesn't matter if these soci- 
etal attitudes which cause 
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certain problems are wrong; 
the fact that the military is not 
a place where we're supposed 
to work out all of the societal 
problems of the world, it's an 
institution for the defense of 
our country. Plain and simple, 
the military's only function 
is for defense and military 
action. If any actions, for in- 
stance the making of one's 
homosexual nature publicly 
clear, disrupt the functioning 
of the military, whose sole 
purpose is to defend our coun- 
try, those actions must be 
outlawed. In short, soldiers 
being open about their homo- 
sexual attitudes would cause 
problems, and, like any other 
action that disrupts the 
smooth functioning of the 
military, it must be against 
military rules to make one's 
homosexuality public. 

It is illegal for any of- 
ficer, gay or straight, to have 
sex with another officer while 
they're on active duty. Some 
heterosexual soldiers break 
this rule, though, and sexual 
relationships between sol- 
diers cause problems and dis- 
ruptions in the functioning of 
the military. If gays are al- 



lowed to be overt about their 
sexuality, they will get to 
know who some of the other 
homosexual soldiers are. In- 
evitably, like heterosexual 
officers, some of them will 
engage in sexual intercourse 
despite military rules. As you 
can see, if gays are allowed to 
be overt, inevitably further 
rule breaking will occur. 

Lastly, it's simply not 
necessary for soldiers to an- 
nounce their sexual prefer- 
ence. As I said before, a 
soldier's function is to de- 
fend the country, not parade 
their personal opinions or 
preferences. It's not neces- 
sary to their job, and, if no 
one asks, there is no worth- 
while reason for them to feel 
compelled to reveal their 
sexuality. 

There is no reason why 
a soldier should announce his/ 
her sexuality unless they in- 
tend to have sex with another 
soldier, which is against the 
rules. 

As you can see, openly gay people 
should not be allowed in the military 
because of the problems they cause. 
Also, there is no reason why they 
can't simply keep their sexual 
orientation to themselves.

They were able 
to leave the next morning to 
return to their homeland. 

On November 10th a 
farewell ceremony, similar to 
the welcoming lunch, was 
held. At this ceremony, Dr. 
Bookman and Bloomfield 
principal Mr. McKinley 
spoke again, as did represen- 
tatives from both schools' 
Foreign Language depart- 
ments and, most importantly, 
the Russian teachers. 

Before leaving, both 
schools gave gifts to the stu- 
dents as souvenirs; GHS and 
Bloomfield are sending an 
equal number of students and 
teachers to Russia in late 
March to early April.

Rise of Anti-Semitism 



Throughout the state re- 
cently, there has been a grow- 
ing number of anti-semitic 
acts occurring. 

Anti -semi tism is preju- 
dice and hatred directed to- 
wards people of a Jewish de- 
scent. 

On an early Monday 
morning in October, Sandra 
Klebanoff, the mayor of West 
Hartford, found that her ga- 
rage and driveway had been 
vandalized. Nine swastikas 
and ethnic slurs such as "Burn 
Jews," and, "Dump the Jew 
Mayor," were spray-painted 
in red across her property. 

This incident has not 
been an isolated one. These 
types of hate crimes have been 
occurring all over Connecti- 
cut in the past few months. A 
Waterbury synagogue and a 
Greenwich school have been 
vandalized with anti-semitic 
messages and symbols in 
separate incidents last month,

days before the West Hart- 
ford vandalism, and in 
Wallingford and Hamden 
synagogues only days after. 

Anti-semitic acts are la- 
beled as "hate crimes," and 
are punishable by up to five 
years in jail and a $5,000 fine. 
The number of hate crimes is 
growing by the minute. 

Statistics from the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rithshow that in Connecti- 
cut there were 47 anti-semitic 
acts in 1991 and 58 in 1992. 
Results for 1993 are not 
known yet, but people feel 
that the number will continue 
to grow. 

The quiet town of 
Glastonbury is also not im- 
mune to these hate crimes, 
although, there has only been 
one incident reported. On 
October 30, 1991, the Con- 
gregation Kol Havarim syna- 
gogue was desecrated with 
swastikas, along with anar- 



chy symbols and signs of the 
devil (i.e. 666). 

But, these acts did not 
represent the general senti- 
ment of the people of the 
town, as was shown by more 
than one hundred people who 
showed up the following day 
to clean it up. 

Even though it happened 
two years ago, people in 
Glastonbury still have strong 
feelings about anti-semitism. 
When asked what she felt 
about the subject, junior 
Karen Ellis responded, "I 
think it's bad. Hate is wrong. 
If I kill your mother, then you 
can hate me. People have no 
right to force their opinions 
on me." 

Also, sophomore Eliza- 
beth Sharp voiced her opin- 
ion. "Jewish people aren't any 
different. We're all the same. 
So they have different be- 
liefs. Everyone has different 
beliefs."

The rest 
of the band consists of Den- 
nis, vocals and lead guitar (he 
doubles on rhythm, too), 
Ross, rhythm guitar (except 
on "A Noiseless Flash," 
where he takes the solo), and 
Ben Weir on the trap set. 

For the future, the band 
doesn't know exactly what 
will happen. Dennis is going 
off to college next year, while 
the rest of Clan Stewart is 
now in their junior year. For 
the time being, they plan on 
playing more shows and pos- 
sibly making a second demo. 
Try to catch a Clan Stewart 
gig when they come around.

Seven students gather in a circle, seated on the red choir 
room carpet, their heads lowered in prayer. These students 
are devout Christians who "love God, know God, and want to 
serve God," according to Mark Housley, a prominent mem- 
ber of The Prayer and Bible Clubs. 

The Prayer and Bible Clubs could best be described as 
one club with two different segments. Every morning prior to 
homeroom the members congregate in the choir room for 
silent and group prayer. They join again after school on 
Wednesdays to discuss what it means when God calls them 
to be Christians. 

The club was created last spring to serve as a meeting 
place for interested Christian students to meet.

Another argument would be that it is not the objective of a high school sports writer to 
point out those who didn't do their job, but instead, those who did. a professional sports 
writer, however, may disagree. 

If Roger Clemens pitches a bad game, does the press gloss the facts over? Heck no, they 
immediately try to make the public suspect of an injury ! This also brings to light the question 
of always focussing on those players who continue to perform well and steal the spotlight. 
Usually, the captains of a particular team are highlighted in sports articles. But if a captain 
doesn't do his or her job and even loses the game, match or meet for the team, do you present 
the facts as such? And how does a sports writer avoid pitting the players against each other 
in the all-too-popular statistics? Who belongs in the spotlight and who doesn't? Unfortu- 
nately, there are no simple solutions. 

After witnessing the, obviously, upset player's reaction to my commentary, I have come 
to the conclusion that bad performances by individuals would best be left out of the Paladin ' s 
sports page. It is for this reason, that I wish to offer her my public apology. No one can deny 
the fact that everyone has an off day once in a while, and it is not my place to advertise when 
they do- -I'm sorry. 

In my capacity as sports writer and statistician for the girls volleyball team, I have been 
hounded by those who feel that senior co-captain Missy Roy get far too much 
publicity(Including her mother!). This may true, but it is difficult not to express the pride the 
school has in Missy who is probably, the best overall girls volleyball players in the state this 
year.

The sports staff must sit down together, right from the get-go, and discuss 
whether or not they will have feature stories, just report straight news, keep statistics, etc. It 
is then, once the rule have been laid out, the responsibility of the writer to adhere to them and 
have the conviction to stand by whatever he or she submits are fact Don't take all criticisms 
to heart, however, for there will always be a dissenting viewpoint on what you write.

Phil Collins recorded his 
latest solo effort. Both Sides, 
at home in his 1 2 track demo 
room, playing all of the in- 
struments himself. This was 
a big mistake. The album, 
although full of heart-wrench- 
ing ballads, falls far short of 
the diversity of his previous 
album, But Seriously. 

Collins teases us by 
opening the album with the 
title track, "Both Sides Of 
The Story", which is currently 
rocketing up the charts and 
monopolizing contemporary 
radio's air time. The song, 
which describes the plight of 
inner-city youth and the rac- 
ism which corrupts our city 
streets, displays Collins' ex- 
cellent vocal range and his 
skill at producing hit after hit. 
What follows, for the major- 
ity of the album, are hollow, 
synthesized ballads meant to 
move us. Sure, easy listening 
is fine Phil, but how about a 
change of pace once in a 
while, eh? 

Sides is likely to satisfy 
true Collins fans who will 
find a multitude of tracks 
freakishly resembling Gen- 
esis' "Hold On My Heart". 
Don't get me wrong, I admire 
Collins' attempt at candor, 
but such artistry should be 
left in the hands of such crafts- 
men as Sting. 

However, I was im- 
pressed by one particular 
track, "We wait and we won- 
der". It's a change of pace, 



although it creeps up late in 
the album. 

The song exhibits 
Collins* surprising talent for 
key boarding. Although in- 
comparable to Genesis' Tony 
Banks, the keyboarding here 
is impressive for a man once 
known only for his drum- 
ming. Using a synthesized 
bagpipe sound, "We wait and 
we wonder" offer a pick-me- 
up from the dismal, ever-so- 
depressing aura of the previ- 
ous tracks, while providing 
us with Collins' commentary 
on the status of the world. 

Collins croons, "killing 
the old, the innocent, the 
young/while sons follow in 
fathers footsteps not under- 
standing/that what they did 
could somehow be so wrong ", 
over the continuous sound of 
repeating piano chords and 
dubbed-in synthesizers. The 
song will likely be released 
as a single and could prove to 
be one of his most successful 
songs to date. 

Sides is not a total fail- 
ure, for it may prove a step

Stephen King's newest book is, for the most part, uninteresting.

reamscapes is an anthology of King's short stories, some of which have been published, 
others that make their debut in this book. While King's other collections of short stories. 
^ight Shift and Skeleton Crew , are enjoyably horrifying, this book shows that not all ol 
King's works need to be scary. 

The main problem with the book is that it fails to explain many of the nightmares thai 
ire created within it. As King explains in his introduction, there is a need to believe fables 
and tall tales simply on faith. This is compared to his experiences as a child, where he woulc 
relieve all of the ridiculous (and sometimes contradictory) stories he heard. 

"One kid told me with complete certainty if you put a dime down on a railroad track, the 
first train to come along would be derailed by it. Another kid told me that a dime left on a 
railroad track would be perfectly smooshed by the next train. My own belief was that bod- 
things were true: that dimes left on railroad tracks were perfectly smooshed before they 
jerailed the trains which did the smooshing." 

King may have believed these stories on the playground, and his childish spirit may keep 
hose beliefs alive today , but that* s no excuse to hand over stories that don't make sense. Why 
joes a set of "Jumbo Chattering Teeth" come to life on a lonely highway in Nevada and why 
io they align themselves with the protagonist. Bill Hogan? Why does a lone finger pull it; 
way up a drainpipe? Why are Elvis, Buddy Holly, and Freddie Mercury, amongst other deac 
musicians, tormenting lost travelers in the town of Rock and Roll Heaven? Sorry to trouble 
you with such disturbing questions, Mr. King, but such unexplained occurrences leave me 
waiting for an answer.

wonderfully, showing how far someone might go if put to the test. These and several othei 
stories that are not as well thought through do not truly qualify as horror and are. therefore, 
>ure to disappoint the majority of King's fans. 

But there is hope. King reveals that this is the last of the unpublished material that coulc 
:ver hope to be published, and so his next anthology will be composed of material that he 
lasn't even thought of yet. Let us hope that this is the last of the trash that was lying aboui 
^our house, Mr. King, and that you can now get down to some serious work.

The 
fact that on each track, a top 
rap group teamed with a rock 
band in the studio to actually 
write and record together sets 
this experiment apart from 



previous fusions of these 
styles. 

Traditionally, heavy 
metal and rap have been the 
most angry, honest, and so- 
cially aware forms of music. 
These traits still show through 
on tracks such as Helmet and 
House of Pain's "Just An- 
other Victim" about self-de- 
structive people, Biohazard 
and Onyx's collaboration on 
the title track "Judgment 
Night", Faith No More and 
Boo-Yaa T.R.I.B.E. on "An- 
other Body Murdered", and 
the Irish metal band Therapy? 
and Fatal doing "Come and 
Die," which begins with a 
guitar/bass line similar to that 
of "Angry Chair" by Alice in 
Chains. 



Despite great lyrics, the 
rap/ metal songs lack one 
thing: innovation, due to gen- 
eral guitar licks. But this is 
not true of all tracks. Dino- 
saur Jr. and Del The Funky 
Homosapiens "Missing Link" 
is one of these imaginative, 
refreshing songs. My favor- 
ite track has to be Teenage 
Fanclub and De La Soul on 
"Fallin 1 ," a songco written by 
Tom Petty. 

Even with so many great 
tunes, some tracks on Judge- 
ment Night are big disap- 
pointments.

This Time Cronenberg 
Deteriorates With His Characters 



Canadian film director 
David Cronenberg has just 
released the film version of 
David Henry Wang's play, 
"M. Butterfly". The film stars 
Jeremy Irons and John Lone, 
the young actor who starred 
in "The Last Emperor". 

In the past seven years, 
Cronenberg has become one 
of the fastest maturing film- 
makers in the business. His 
career started in the early 
1 970s when he made a series 
of more powerful than aver- 
age, yet ultimately standard, 
low-budget Canadian gross- 
out films, such as "The 
Brood" and "Videodrome". 

But in 1986, 

Cronenberg' s "The Fly" 
came into the spotlight. The 
story revolved around a bril- 
liant scientist, and his girl- 
friend. He invented a 
teleportation machine and 
accidentally got his genes 
mixed with that of a house- 
fly, and started to transform 
into a giant insect himself. 

What made the film truly 
unforgettable was the way it 
combined two separate the- 
matic elements. One rheme 
was the way it depicted the 
scientist's mind in relation to 
his physical transformation. 
His mind fought a valiant 
battle and remained relatively 
intact until the end when the 
flesh drags the spirit down

with it and he turned into a 
monster. He developed this 
undauntable spirit because he 
desperately wanted to be a 
human in love. 

The other, more obvi- 
ous theme, was the betrayal 
of the soul and it's desires by 
the flesh. The body is pre- 
sented in "The Fly" as a 
wholly unpredictable, ines- 
capable prison. 

In short, Cronenberg 
combined what are arguably 
the two most pivotal themes 
in Western art, that of the 
desire of the human to realize 
a perfect image of the self and 
the universe, and the theme 
of the struggles between the 
wants of the mind and soul, 
and the cruel limitations, and 
less lofty desires, of the flesh. 
But in fusing the themes, 
Cronenberg demonstrated 
how they are eternally, hope- 
lessly linked. 

Cronenberg 's next two 
films, "Dead Ringers" and 
"Naked Lunch", were ulti- 
mately similar explorations. 

"Butterfly" is a depar- 
ture for Cronenberg in that it 

is \Vie first of Yris fnms lo "have 
no horror aspects. However, 
in many ways it is a very 
characteristic Cronenberg 
tale. It concerns a French dip- 
lomat {Irons} in Tung's 
China who falls hopelessly in 
love with a Hong Kong opera 



singer (Lone). They begin a 
passionate, "Last Tango"- 
esque affair in which the dip- 
lomat leaves his wife and 
becomes a spy for the Com- 
munist regime, all for the love 
of the opera singer whom he 
sees as his Madam Butterfly. 
He is later crushed and some- 
what disgusted to find out 
that the opera singer is in fact 
a man who has been carrying 
on with the diplomat to get 
political secrets out of him. 
Realizing that his vision of 
perfection was merely a 
treacherous act, the Irons 
character literally recreates 
himself as his own Madame 
Butterfly. 

The topic of the flesh is 
touched upon in the film. If 
only the opera singer had been 
born a woman, as he himself 
wanted, for he really was a 
transvestite, then the diplo- 
mat could have realized his 
vision of perfection. 
Cronenberg touches on this 
aspect of his obsession at 
other moments in the movie 
as well. For instance, early on 
in the story, the diplomat gets 
io "nave a one-mgni sianu wnn 
an arousing woman whom 
hardly anyone has ever man- 
aged to sleep with before. She 
has become a legend of lust. 
But, when Irons sees her na- 
ked, her body is grotesquely 
disproportioned. com. on p. 12

Their 
little on air scuffles remind 
viewers of those arguments 
between Frasier and Li 1 i th on 
"Cheers." 

This show is unique, not 



only because of the story 
lines or the actors, but be- 
cause of the way the show is 
broken up. In between scenes, 
the screen goes black and 
words linking one scene to 
another are put on an empty 
screen. Surprisingly, it makes 
the show flow very well. 

All in all, "Frasier" is a 
worthwhile show. I miss the 
ominous presence of his wife, 
Lilith, but I' 11 get used to that. 
NBC purposely placed it in a 
strategic time slot, Thursday 
night at 9:30, after Seinfeld, 
and before L.A. Law, so I 
suggest watching it.

Indeed, the flesh disappoints throughout "M. Butter- 
fly". But Cronenberg has overshadowed that aspect of the 
theme with the thematic side dealing with the diplomat's 
search for a sheltering perfection in the opera singer. It is not 
hard to understand why Cronenberg made that decision. For, 
he has gone from being considered a slightly better than 
average smut peddler to an important artist in such a short 
time that 

he is perhaps trying to "grow" as an artist too quickly. 
But what he seems to not understand is that it was the unique 
fusion of the two classic themes that made his best movies 
unique. Now Cronenberg is simply another artist trying to 
communicate man's eternal desire for perfection and the 
universe's denial of it. This is such an all-pervasive theme 
that it takes a truly great artist to make a powerful, fresh piece 
about this subject. The simple fact is that Cronenberg is not 
great enough an artist to do this. And it is for this reason that 
"M. Butterfly" is Cronenberg's least interesting film sense 
his pre-"Fly" days. 

Another problem I had with the film was Jeremy Irons 
performance. I generally find Irons a brilliant actor. But he 
has now become so type-casted in the role of the rejected 
lover that he here looks dangerously close to self-parody. Its 
a bit like watching Leslie Nielson's performances in the 
"Naked Gun" movies, if they were not supposed to be funny. 
But John Lone manages to give a fascinating performance in 
the more difficult of the two roles. 

Visually, the film is beautiful from beginning to end. 
But, it's beautiful in a way that many, many films have been 
beautiful before. Cronenberg throws in a bit of David Lean , 
a bit of BertoJJuchi, etcetera. However, some of the best shots 
are quintessential^ Cronenbergian. The film is enjoyable to 
watch because of the spectacular Chinese locations. 

"M. Butterfly" reminded me of Martin Scorsese's cur- 
rent film, "The Age of Innocence". They are both by impor- 
tant artists at turning points in their careers. They are also both 
dramatic departures in style for the artists, which neither 
manage to pull off any more than decendy,
